SUPREME COURT 
REFUSES REVIEW 
OF PLANE DEATH 


Washington, October 21.—(?)—The 


supreme court today refused to decide | 


whether the death of a person 
crawls out on a wing of an’ airplane 
in the air and jumps off is due to 


Alphonse H. Gits, who died in Col- 
orado in 1923, had a $10,000 policy 
in the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany, calling for double indemnity in 
case of accidental death. The insur- 
ance company claimed Gits while rid- 
in® in an airplane crawled out on a 
wing and jumped. It denied double 
indemnity, asserting the death was 
not accidental. 

The federal courts decided in favor 
of the company but the eircuit court

At the conclusion of the Spanish-

made at Paris. But at the end of 
the World War President Wilson 
refused to follow precedent. He 
ignored the senate and made him- 
self the chief negotiator, with sev- 
eral selected advisory associates— 
with whom jhe notoriously failed to 
advise. The consequence was that 
the republican majority senators set 
Versailles and refused to 
raiify it.

No ginning forecast has been issued but 
there is much talk of ginnings for this 
period equalling last year’s record of 
3,190,000 bales. If they do ginnings will 
be around 9.100,000. This will compare 
with 8,151,000 last year , 8,118,000 in 1927 
and 9,519,0@0 in 1925. 

Gipning has been very rapid of late and 
the percentage ginned may be much larger 
than in former years when it ranged from 
57 to 63.5 per cent, 

If 63 per cent is ginned and total gin- 
nings are 9,100,000 it would indicate crop 
of only 14,500,000.

Something has to 
be done to check the public craze for new 
issues. What high money failed to cure 
was made positively effective by a _ flood 
of cheap money. There is now such a 
flood of money available that large balances 
by out-of-town banks can be withdrawn 
without any fear of another money strin- 
gency. Money so withdrawn will go back 
into normal business channels. Enongh 
damage was done to bring about a mild 
business recession but we now expect that 
improvement will again set in, although no 
sharp upward curve need be expected. 

A broad general upswing in prices is out 
of the question as we see it. Bargains 
have been uncovered in high-grade indus- 
trials, utilities and rails, however. and selec- 
tive buying will now bring to the front a 
new set ‘of issues which can be bought for 
market appreciation.
